$5,000 BRIBE: 
MRS. BERGDOLL 


Maj. Bruce Camp- 
bell Is Accused. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., July 19.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The house committee investi- 
gating the escape of Grover Clevelundi 
Bergdoll, millionaire draft slacker of 
Philadelphia, struck “ pay dirt” at last 
today, after months of apparently fruit- 
less inquiry. 

Mrs. Emma C. Bergéoll, mother of 
the slacker, took the stand again to- 
day when hearing reopened. She testi- 
fied, under oath, that she paid $5,000 in 
cash to Maj. Bruce Campbell, military 
counse] for Grever in the court martial 
proceedings at Governor's Island prior 
to his escape. 

She charged that ‘Maj. Campbell, 
then a captain, haa asked her for $150,- 
000 at first, proposing, she said, to 
distribute it among “higher ups.” 
Later, she testified, he reduced the 
amount to $100,000. 

Grover 0. K.d Payment. 

She flatly refused to give him any 
money, she stated, but at Grover’s re- 
quest she relented and, paid $5,000. 

The committee learned from other 
witnesses that two deposits of 44,500 
and $2,000 each were made to the 
credit‘ of Maj. Campbell with a New 
York brokerage concern shortly after 
the time Mrs. Bergdoll testified she 
paid him $5,000. 
that the major tried his hand at specu- 
lating, principally in oil stocks, and 
that his deposit was soon replaced by 
a deficit, Further evidence showed 
that he bought a second hand automo- 

ut. the time. 

Maj.. Campbell on his way “to 
Washington from Camp Pike, Ark., un- 
der orders of the war department, to 
face the committee tomorrow. He was 
scheduled to appear before the com- 
mittee today, but owing to some delay 
in the transmission of orders by the 
war department, he did not start. 

Sift Major’s Bank Account. 

At the request of the committee, the 
military intelligence division of the 
army has been investigating Maj. 
Campbell's financial affairs for several 
weeks. First intimations that he had 
received money from the Bergdolls 
were contained in a recent letter from 
Grover Bergdoll, in Eberbach, Ger- 
many, to his mother in Philadelphia. 
The letter was intercepted by govern- 
ment authorities. 

In this letter Grover congratulated 
his mother on having acquitted her- 
self before the congressional commit- 
tee when she first appeared over a 
month ago, but expressed wonder that 
she kad not told the committee about 
the payment of money to Maj. Camp- 
bell. The cofhmittee had closed the in- 

vestigation when the new clew was ob- 
tained. The inquiry was resumed quiet- 
ly, with the results produced today. 

Mrs. Bergdoll told the committee she 

“got mad” when Maj. Campbell first 
asked for money. 

Said Officer “ Tortured” Her. 

“You said you told him to go to 
hell,” prompted Gen. Sherburne, coun- 
ge] for the committee.

“This fine response to your request

New Business Methods.

try which happens to be communist. 

I have Spent several days in pursuit 
of information on this subject, and, 
while this time is not sufficient to sup- 
ply all the evidence I wish, the unan- 
imity of reports on Russian trade is 
significant—reports, I mean, on the 
Germans’ pursuit of trade to replace 
that which was lost seven years ago. 
Reports - of internal conditions in 
Russia itself are as ludicrously at vari- 
ance here as in America. 


Lion’s Share to Germany. 
Specifically, I find agreement that 


‘Germany is getting the lHon’s share of 


Ruséian purchases, such as they are. 
The largest single transaction report- 
ed is in railway equipment, which Ger- 
mans expect ultimately will amount 
to $150,000,000 gold. Against this Ger- 
man locomotive builders already have 
completed for delivery 100 locomo- 
tives, and a/second group of 100 is at 
the moment being allotted to Krupp’s

But more interesting even than the = 


prowess of Germany in shipping her 
exports do I find her energy in getting 
paid for them. It takes little daring to 
sell for gold. But this German-British 
group has succeeded in developing a 
substitute for gold—viz., the flax and 
hemp crop of the wHole country south 
of the Baltic—a crop western Europe 
is eager to import. I hear Hugo 
Stinnes named as the guiding spirit 
of this group, but that is not surpris- 
ing. Almost every great enterprise is 
reputed to be the handiwork of the 
iron master-financier; he fs the 
substitute for that ubiquitous “ Wall 
street,” to which our American soap 
box orators love to refer as responsi- 
ble for every enterprise requiring cash. 
Flax and Hemp Monopoly. 

The acceptance of the flax d 
hemp crop is, in any event, so deftly 
arranged that shipments either come 
to the German-British syndicate or 
they stay in Russia unsold. It is a 
clear and successful monopoly. At 
least, it is a start toward enabling Rus- 
sia to pay in a substitute for gold, and 
thus to buy the goods she needs.

SENATOR FRANCE ON 
FOREIGN TRADE. 


Senator France of Maryland, now investigating 
@conomic and social conditions in Russia, writes 
from Berlin that while this country is standing 
stupidly aside England and Germany are seizing 
upon the rich possibilities of trade with each other 
and with Russia. He draws an alluring picture of 
. vast German factories awaiting only our export of 
raw materials to begin operations which will 
rehabilitate the world. Very casually he remarks 
that the only thing needed to restore complete 
American prosperity through the development of 
these foreign markets is thé establishment of 
credits. 

In that latter point, passed over so hastily a 
Senator France, lies the answer to his entire propa. 
ganda in favor of development of United States 
trade with Russia and Germany. ‘Theorizing from 
Berlin, séeking to show that the United States is 
prejudiced and stupid, defeating its own ambition, 
| the senator from Maryland virtually ignores the 
one essential point which cannot safely be ignored. 
By so doing he @estroys the force of his entire 
appeal. 

What possible value can there be to American 
producers or to American prosperigy in the ship- 
ment of our goods to Germany or Russia without 
payment or definite assurance of payment? We 
merely reduce our own resources without return or 
prospect of return. Such propaganda as. that of 
Senator France, in view of the facts, is pure bun- 
combe.

DUR DOLLAR 
GAINS AMITE, BUT 


BY ARTHUR M. 
The American dollar is still work- 
ing up the old muscle. During June 
‘the dollar spent for commodities at 
wholesale, taken as a whole, put on a 
) penny and a half in buying power. 
When measured by prices in 1913, a 
dollar in June had a purchasing power 
of about 67% cents. In May it was 
worth about 66 cents. Such was the 
trend of wholesale prices, wholesale, 


mind you, which in June had a general 
ng about 2 pee cent lower than in 


The dollar on cost of. living, 
on the family budget as a whole, ap- 
parently failed to work up much more 
speed. In May it was worth about 56 
cents when stacked up against the 
purchasing one smacker would do in 
1913, and in June it seems to have 
stuck at about the same mark, for 
food at retail the country over declined 
only three-tenths of 1 per cent and as 
yet landlords have not started to shave 
down the rent. 

Retail Dollar 10 Cents Slower. 


Figures later may show cost of liv- 
ing dropped a few points in June, but 
still the cost of living retail dollar 
is traveling about one dime behind the 
general wholesale dollar in buying pow- 
er in the markets. Or, to turn it 
around, the general wholesale dollar 
has a punch about 17 or 18 per cent 
‘stronger ‘than that of the family 
budget retail dollar.

These computations are hased on the 
weighted wholesale index numbers is- 
sued yesterday by the bureau of labor 
statistics at Washington, in which 
each item is given the relative im- 
rtance it carries in the country’s 
markets. They show the general price 
level of all commodities at wholesale 
in June was 48 per cent above the 1913 
leVel. 


Drop 45 Per Cent in Year. 


Compared with the high peak in 
May, 1920, the June level showed a 
decrease of 45% per cent. Thus in the 
last year wholesale prices have been 
deflated about as much as it took five 
or six years to accomplish after the 
civil war and after the war of 1812. 
In June out of 327 commodities for 
which the bureau obtained prices *de- 
creases were recorded for 136 commod- 
ities and increases for 79, while in the 
case of 112 no change from May was 
noted. Farm products n fell 34% 
per cent. during the month; fuel 
dropped 3% per cent; metals and house 
furnishings fell 4% per cent.

FEW GROWERS STAKE 
TOMATOES. 


The old time practice of staking und 
pruning tomatoes is not as comm%n 


as it used to be a few years ago. In 
fact, training and pruning is done 
primarily to save space in gardens. 
More fruit can be grown on an ace 
where the vines are staked. 


Staking has its advantages and dis- 
advantages, especially When it is done 


during a season of light rainfall and | 


scorching hot weather. By having the 
plants held up off the ground by meéans 
of stakes, cultivation can be kept up 
longer and moisture conserved. 

In spite of the fact that fruit is 
more easily gathered fram _  stikred 
plants and the plants more easily 
sprayed and the fruit kept clean, there 


is a tendency for growers to allow the | 


plants to spread over the ground natur- 
ally. 

In some of the suburban gardens, 
where it sometimes is necessary for the 
poultry to range in the garden during 
the latter part of the season, stakes 
will be needed. If the plants have bcen 
properly pruned they may ,be tied to 
Stakes and the fruit held high enough 
Of the ground that chickens cannot 
reach it. | 

Most growers, however, consider 1 
Sdvisable to stake the early tomatces. 
and allow the late or main crop to 
*pread over the ground, except where 
the plants are being grown on a light 
Sandy soil. Blisters frequentiy form on 
the fruits where the plants are tied 
© stakes, exposing the tomatoes to 
the sun, in extremely hot weatl:r 

h, too, when the plants are staked 
the ground is exposed and moisture 
“Y@porates readily. 

Where the early crop is staked and 
pruned the tomatoes are usually 
Realthier, produce earlier fruit, more

Traps we find quite valuable, 
after the song birds begin to nest, and 
after the foliage gets quite dense. The 
traps should be placed near the bird 
bath and kept well baited with chick 
feed and“water. They are not cruel, 
We drive the sparrows thus caught 
into a smaller wire cage: and drown 
them at once.

The summer, having adopted 
modern way of doing 
rushed us along at a mighty rate ever 
since March 1, so that it is not strange 
to see pickling cucumbers, such as they 
are, in the market, and to receive the 
usual requests for dill pickle recipes. 
I have little or no use for pickles, so do 
not make these myself.

The government recipe for a brine to 
use with dill prescribes one pound of 
salt, ten quarts of water, and to each 


fifteen quarts of brine a quart of vine- 
gar. I have some recipes for dill pickle 
in which as much as a cup of vinegar 
to each cup of brine is used, and others 
in which no vinegar is used, but more 
salt proportionately, or one-ninth as 
much salt-as water. 

By the government way a layer of 
dill and other spice is put on the bot- 
tom of the container.

that people use are whole black pep- 
pers,. whole allspice, whole and 
a few bay leaves.

The impression prevails in the wheat 
trade that there is not enough speculative 
trading to make a continuous bull mar- 
ket, the advance of 17c last week having 
used up the buying power for the time 
being.
